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was the only satellite of the earth,” 
some of you might say. You re 
partly right. Moon is the only natu- 
ral satellite, Several countries have 
launched manmade satellites and 
India is one of them, In fact our 
President Dr.Kalam was one of ‘he 
pioneers in this field 





INSAT 4A designed for a life 
span of 12 years is the first in the 
INSAT - 4 series. It is India’s most 
advanced satellite yet. India has 
already launched eight satellites in 
the past.(INSAT - 2E, 3A, 3B, 3C, 
3E, Kalpana-1!, GSAT-2 and 
EDUSAT). 

These satellites have 150 tran- 
sponders or electronic equipment 
that receive signals from earth, 






















convert them to a new 
frequency, amplify them 
and resend them back 
to earth. The INSATs 
also have meteorologi- 
cal equipment. 

INSAT 4A is the 
heaviest of the lot 
(3080Kg) and will 
add another 24 tran- 
sponders. This will 
facilitate DTH TY.
